T>RACTICALLY  all  of  the  State  Seed  Laws  name  some  noxious  weed  seeds.  The 
sale  of  agricultural  seed  containing  any  of  the  noxious  weed  seeds  is  prohibited  in 
some  of  the  states.  Most  states,  however,  allow  a  very  small  percentage  to  be  present. 
Regulations  vary  in  the  different  states.  Any  seedsman  interested  in  the  regulations 
of  any  particular  state  should  write  directly  to  that  state  for  a  copy  of  the  seed  law.

metal  sieve  perforated  with  round 
holes  five  and  one-half  sixty-fourths 
of  one  inch  in  diameter,  and  rice  meal, 
flour,  polish,  and  bran,  five-eighths  of 
1  cent  per  pound.

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SEED  VERIFICATION  SERVICE  BECOMING  BETTER  KNOWN 

{Prepared  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics) 


THE  U.  S.  Seed  Verification  Service 
became  more  thoroughly  established 
during  the  1931-32  season  (ended  July 
31,  1932).  The  modified  tag  certificate, 
the  use  of  which  became  general  on  Janu¬ 
ary  1,  1932,  has  contributed  in  no  small 
measure  toward  helping  to  popularize  the 
Service.  The  new  form  of  certificate 
makes  absolutely  clear  what  is  covered  in 
the  verification  and  what  is  not.  The  cer¬ 
tificate  now  in  use  reads  in  part  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

This  certifies  that  the  origin 
(where  grown)  of  this  lot  of  seed 
has  been  verified  by  a  Federal  Seed 
Inspector,  as  indicated  below,  and 
that  this  covers  ORIGIN  ONLY — 
NOT  VARIETY,  QUALITY, 
PURITY,  or  GERMINATION. 

The  quality  of  verified-origin  seed  prob¬ 
ably  averages  better  than  that  of  non- 
verified-origin  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  quality  is  not  covered  by  the  certifi¬ 
cate.  Of  the  samples  of  verified-origin 
seed  collected,  more  than  77  per  cent  of 
the  alfalfa  and  92  per  cent  of  the  red 
clover  samples  were  of  good  to  very  good 
quality,  while  less  than  4  per  cent  of  the 
alfalfa  and  none  of  the  red  clover  samples 
were  below  fair  in  quality.  The  apparent 
superiority  in  quality  of  verified-origin 
seed  as  a  whole  over  non-verified-origin 
seed  may  be  attributed  in  part  to  the  fact 
that  low-grade  seed  is  not  eligible  to  carry 
a  tag  certificate. 

Verified-origin  seed  dealers  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  build  up  an  ever  increasing  de¬ 
mand  and  will  help  to  establish  larger 
premiums  for  verified-origin  seed  by  main¬ 
taining  or  raising  the  standard  of  quality. 
At  present  verified-origin  seed  is  sold  at 
practically  the  same  price  as  or  at  only 
a  slightly  higher  price  than  seed  that  is 
not  verified  as  to  origin.  In  other  words, 
the  verified-origin  seed  dealer  now  ab¬ 
sorbs  the  larger  part  of  the  extra  cost  of 
obtaining  and  handling  verified-origin 
seed. 

Although  the  provisions  governing  the 
Service  stipulate  that  seed  from  several 
States  may  be  bulked  or  blended  together 
and  covered  by  a  certificate,  which  indi¬ 
cates  the  several  States  of  origin,  so  far 
(since  1927)  over  86  per  cent  of  the  veri¬ 
fied-origin  alfalfa  seed  offered  for  sale 
has  been  certificated  as  of  only  one  State 
of  origin.  About  9  per  cent  of  the  seed 
offered  as  of  verified-origin  has  been  com¬ 
posed  of  lots  grown  in  two  States,  in 


most  of  which  cases  the  two  States  were 
adjacent  or  in  approximately  the  same 
latitude;  about  2  per  cent  of  the  verified- 
origin  lots  have  been  grown  in  three 
States;  and  about  2y2  per  cent  have  been 
grown  in  more  than  three  States.  During 
the  past  five  years  alfalfa  seed  was  verified 
as  to  origin  in  largest  quantities  from 
States  in  the  following  order:  Utah, 
Idaho,  Montana,  Kansas,  South  Dakota, 
Oklahoma,  Nebraska  and  Colorado. 

The  origin  of  lots  composed  of  seed 
from  several  States  may  be  verified  as  ef¬ 
fectively  as  are  lots  that  have  been  pro¬ 
duced  in  a  single  State.  The  buyer  is 
free  to  draw  the  conclusion,  if  he  wishes, 
that  the  larger  portion  of  the  seed  in  a 
blend  or  mixture  was  grown  in  that  one 
of*  the  States  named  in  the  certificate  that 
is  commonly  considered  to  produce  alfalfa 
seed  which  is  least  desirable.  The  rela¬ 
tively  few  verified-origin  seed  dealers  who 
have  been  selling  a  number  of  lots  of  mul¬ 
tiple  origin,  that  is,  lots  made  up  of  seed 
from  three  or  more  States,  were  requested 
at  the  beginning  of  this  season  to  hold  to 
a  minimum  the  number  of  such  lots,  es¬ 
pecially  when  those  lots  were  composed 
of  seed  from  States  that  are  not  all  adja¬ 
cent  or  that  are  not  in  a  section  of  the 
country  producing  seed  of  a  similar  type 
or  of  the  same  adaptation. 

Less  alfalfa  but  more  red  clover  seed 
was  verified  as  to  origin  during  the  1931-32 
season  than  a  year  ago.  The  smaller 
quantity  of  alfalfa  seed  verified  was  due 
to  the  decreased  quantity  available  for 
verification  as  a  result  of  the  decline  in 
production,  carryover  of  seed  verified  from 
previous  crops,  decreased  demand  for  al¬ 
falfa  seed  last  spring,  relative  inactivity 
of  a  few  of  the  larger  dealers  in  verified- 
origin  seed,  and  the  tendency  to  delay 
having  seed  verified  until  a  prospective 
buyer  for  the  seed  was  found.  During  the 

1931- 32  season  1,437  inspection  certificates 
were  issued,  the  fees  for  which  amounted 
to  $8,136.07,  compared  with  $10,257.39  the 
year  before,  $11,814.69  two  years  ago,  and 
$6,434.65  three  years  ago.  Approximately 
24,800,000  pounds  of  alfalfa  and  15,200,000 
pounds  of  red  clover  seed  were  verified 
as  to  origin  during  the  1931-32  season. 

Sixty-five  seed  dealers  in  21  States,  or 
three  more  dealers  than  were  enrolled  at 
the  close  of  last  season,  signed  up  for  the 

1932- 33  season.  The  places  of  the  three 
dealers  who  withdrew  of  their  own  accord 
were  taken  by  six  other  dealers.

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SEEDSMEN’S  LEGAL  QUESTIONS  ANSWERED 

During  the  past  fifteen  years  Seed  World  has  conducted  a  Legal  Department,  in  which 
subscribers’  questions  have  been  answered  and  current  court  decisions  of  interest  to  the 
seed  trade  have  been  discussed.  Believing  that  the  questions  that  have  arisen  most  fre¬ 
quently  in  the  past  are  likely  to  continue  to  be  encountered  by  the  seed  trade  we  have  had 
our  attorney,  Herbert  Bebb,  prepare  the  following  selection  and  condensation  from  the 
Legal  Department  material. 


Catalog  Delay 

Question :  We  figure  that  we  have  lost  some 
sales  due  to  failure  of  our  printer  to  deliver 
our  catalogs  on  the  agreed  date.  Are  we 
entitled  to  recover  such  lost  profits? 

ANSWER:  In  Drumm  Seed  Co.  vs.  Mc¬ 

Farland,  30  S.  W.  93,  the  Court  held  that 
before  such  lost  profits  can  be  allowed  “the 
amount  of  loss  thus  sustained  must  be  shown 
with  reasonable  accuracy  and  the  instances 
in  which  it  would  be  possible  to  make  this 
proof  must  necessarily  be  exceptional.”  In 
view  of  the  difficulty  in  proving  such  dam¬ 
ages  we  advise  the  inclusion  of  a  liquidated 
damages  clause  in  important  printing  con¬ 
tracts. 

Commission  Seeds 

Question:  What  protection  does  the  whole¬ 
saler  have  against  a  hulk  sale  of  commission 
seed  stand  and  packets  or  against  their  being 
levied  upon  by  a  judgment  credit  of  the  re¬ 
tail  dealer  who  has  them  on  consignment? 

ANSWER:  The  consignee  of  a  stand  of 
commission  seeds  is  legally  a  “Bailee”.  In 
our  opinion  his  authority  to  sell  the  packets 
separately  at  retail  does  not  amount  to  a 
representation  by  the  wholesaler  that  he 
has  authority  to  sell  or  pledge  the  entire 
stand.  See  Romeo  vs.  Martucci,  72  Con.  504. 

Corporate  License 

Question:  In  connection  with  our  commis¬ 
sion  seed  business  should  our  corporation  be 
licensed  to  do  business  in  those  states  in 
winch  we  will  place  our  stands  or  boxes? 

ANSWER  :  By  the  weight  of  authority  sales 
by  a  consignee  of  goods  received  from  a 
consignor  out  of  the  state  are  regarded  as 
Interstate  Commerce  and  hence  a  corporate 
consignor  need  not  be  licensed  to  do  business 
in  the  state  in  which  the  sales  are  made. 
See  Butler  Brothers  vs.  U.  S.  Rubber  Com¬ 
pany,  156  Federal  1. 

Crop  Failure 

Question :  Does  a  crop  failure  excuse  us 
from  furnishing  strawberry  plants  which  we 
have  contracted  to  furnish  at  this  season? 

ANSWER:  No.  If  you  unconditionally  un¬ 
dertook  to  furnish  a  certain  number  of  plants 
without  stating  where  they  were  coming 
from  or  otherwise  connecting  your  liability 
with  the  supply  then  you  would  remain  liable 
despite  the  crop  failure. 

Damages 

Question:  What  is  the  proper  measure  of 
damages  for  loss  of  crop  because  of  faulty 
seed? 

ANSWER  :  Where  a  crop  is  produced  upon 
which  expected  profits  can  be  estimated  the 
proper  measure  of  damages  is  the  differ¬ 
ence  in  value  between  the  crop  grown  and 
the  crop  that  would  have  been  grown  if  the 
seed  had  been  according  to  contract.  If  no 
crop  is  produced  then  the  measure  of  dam¬ 
ages  includes  (1)  the  purchase  price;  (2) 
the  rental  value  of  the  land;  (3)  the  labor 
in  preparing,  sowing,  cultivating;  (4)  haul¬ 
ing  the  seed  from  the  place  of  purchase. 
See  Lundquist  vs.  Jennison,  214  Pac.  67. 


Disclaimer,  Custom 

Question:  Where  there  is  no  non-warranty 
clause  in  the  written  contract,  can  the  seeds¬ 
man  defend  on  the  theory  that  the  parties 
must  be  understood  to  have  dealt  with  ref¬ 
erence  to  the  general  non-warranty  custom ? 

ANSWER :  Yes.  The  tendency  of  recent 
decisions,  particularly  in  the  West,  has  been 
strongly  in  the  direction  of  recognizing  the 
non-warranty  custom,  thus  in  effect  incorpo¬ 
rating  the  disclaimer  clause  into  seed  con¬ 
tracts.  The  most  recent  decision  along  this 
line  was  Hoover  vs.  Utah  Nursery  Company, 
7  Pac.  (2nd)  270,  in  which  earlier  authori¬ 
ties  are  discussed,  particularly  the  exhaus¬ 
tive  opinion  in  Miller  vs.  Germain  Seed  & 
Plant  Company,  193  Cal.  162.  Other  cases 
are  cited  in  37  LRANS  79;  An.  Cas.  1918 
B71  ;  16  ALR.  859,  which  will  be  found  in 
any  large  law  library.  Most  of  the  cases 
giving  effect  to  the  disclaimer  custom  have 
been  from  west  of  the  Mississippi  River 
but  during  the  past  year  New  York  was 
added  to  the  list  by  an  important  decision 
in  Lumbrazo  vs.  Woodruff,  256  N.  Y.  92. 
Some  of  the  refusals  to  give  effect  to  the 
disclaimer  custom  may  be  attributed  to  fail¬ 
ure  of  the  seedsman  and  his  attorneys  to 
make  sufficient  proof  as  to  the  existence  of 
the  custom.  Such  a  case  will  be  found  in 
National  Seed  Company  vs.  Leavell,  25  9 
S.  W.  1035.  In  American  Warehouse  Com¬ 
pany  vs.  Ray  (1912  Texas  Civil  Appeals), 
150  S.  W.  763,  it  was  held  that  the  dis¬ 
claimer  custom  could  have  no  effect  unless 
it  was  to  show  that  the  plaintiff  “had  knowl¬ 
edge  of  such  custom  or  contracted  with  it 
in  view.” 

Disclaimer,  Location 

Question:  Where  should  the  disclaimer  be 
placed? 

ANSWER:  On  your  letterheads  and  on  all 
forms  on  which  contracts  may  be  drawn, 
we  advise  placing  the  disclaimer  in  such  a 
location  that  it  will  read  as  a  part  of  the 
contract.  Some  cases  hold  that  obscurely 
printed  conditions  above  the  salutation  upon 
a  letterhead  will  not  be  read  into  a  con¬ 
tract  written  thereon.  One  such  case  is 

Sturtevant  Co.  vs.  Fireproof  Co.,  216  N.  Y. 

199.  On  the  other  hand,  it  was  held  in 

Poel  vs.  Brunswick  Co.,  216  N.  Y.  310,  that 
such  printed  additions,  if  sufficiently  promi¬ 
nent,  will  be  taken  as  part  of  the  contract. 
Rodesch  vs.  Kirkpatrick  Coal  Company,  41 
Fed.  (2nd)  518,  is  a  similar  case. 

Placing  the  disclaimer  on  tags  and  in¬ 

voices  is  not  alone  enough  since  on  most 
sales  the  contract  has  been  closed  before 
these  papers  come  to  the  buyer’s  attention. 
See  Edgar  vs.  Breck,  172  Mass.  581,  and 
Werd  vs.  Valker,  176  N.  W.  129. 

Disclaimer,  Relation  to  Pure  Seed  Law 

Question:  Is  it  permissible  to  put  the  stand¬ 
ard  disclanner  on  the  tag  required  by  the 
uniform  Pure  Seed  Law? 

ANSWER:  We  understand  that  some  state 
officials  have  taken  the  position  that  such 
use  of  the  disclaimer  is  inconsistent  with 
the  spirit  of  the  requirement  that  certain 
information  be  placed  on  the  tag.  In  Man- 
gelsdorf  Seed  Company  vs.  Busby  (1926 
Okla. ),  247  Pac.  410,  the  Court  held  that 
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the  seed  company  “had  a  clear  right  to  meet 
this  issue  of  implied  warranty  by  proof 
tendered  of  an  express  non-warranty.” 
Although  the  presence  of  the  disclaimer  on 
a  tag  was  not  involved,  the  case  did  arise 
under  the  Pure  Seed  Law  and  if  the  dis¬ 
claimer  can  be  proved  when  used  sepa¬ 
rately,  we  see  no  legal  reason  why  it  should 
not  appear  on  the  tag  provided  it  is  so  used 
as  not  to  obscure  the  statutory  data. 

Disclaimer,  on  Retail  Sales 

Question:  If  a  retailer  sells  over  the  coun¬ 
ter  seeds  in  packages  hearing  a  wholesaler’s 
disclaimer  is  the  retailer  protected  hy  such 
disclaimer? 

ANSWER:  No,  the  retailer  in  such  case 
would  not  be  protected  by  the  express  dis¬ 
claimer  although  he  might  defend  on  proof 
of  a  general  custom  not  to  warrant.  See 
Jolly  vs.  Blackwell,  211  Pac.  748. 

Authorities  as  to  the  liability  of  the 
producer  to  the  ultimate  consumer  who  pur¬ 
chased  from  a  middleman  are  cited  and 
discussed  in  39  A.  L.  R.  1000  and  in  17 
A.  L.  R.  672.  The  editor  points  out  that  an 
early  case  permitting  the  sub-purchaser  to 
enforce  warranties  against  the  producer  has 
been  repudiated  and  that  unless  the  facts 
involve  a  tort  liability  the  sub-purchaser 
must  look  only  to  the  retailer  with  whom 
he  dealt. 

Disclaimer,  Standard  Wording 

Question:  What  is  the  official  wording  of 
the  Seed  Trade  Disclaimer  Claiise? 

ANSWER:  “The  .  Company  gives 

no  warranty,  express  or  implied,  as  to  de¬ 
scription,  quality,  productiveness,  or  any 
other  matter  of  any  seeds,  bulbs,  or  plants 
it  sells,  and  will  not  be  responsible  for  the 
crop.” 

Disclaimer,  Variations  in  Wording 

Qtiestion:  We  feel  that  the  wording  of  the 
standard  disclaimer  is  abrupt  and  harsh. 
We  contemplate  substituting  a  statement 
emphasizing  the  care  that  we  take  but 
pointing  out  that  we  have  no  control  over 
conditions  of  cultivation.  Would  you  approve 
of  such  changes? 

ANSWER:  While  we  sympathize  with  your 
reluctance  to  employ  wording  which  em¬ 
phasizes  only  the  negative  aspects  of  your 
engagement,  we  nevertheless  advise  sticking 
to  the  standard  wording.  There  is  danger 
that  you  might  fail  to  cover  the  entire 
ground  or 'that  your  new  wording  might  in¬ 
volve  ambiguities  that  would  not  occur  to 
you.  More  important  than  this  is  the  point 
that  the  use  of  uniform  wording  by  the 
entire  trade  is  an  advantage,  first,  to  the 
trade  since  each  seedsman  using  the  clause 
is  strengthening  the  custom  theory  on  which 
many  cases  are  being  favorably  decided  and, 
second,  to  the  individual  since  it  is  to  the 
interest  of  each  seedsman  to  bring  himself 
squarely  within  the  protection  of  this  uni¬ 
form  custom. 

General  Statement  of  Law 

Question:  Where  may  I  read  a  general  in¬ 
troductory  statement  of  laic  applicable  to 
warranties  of  seeds? 

ANSWER :  You  will  find  such  a  statement 
in  the  introduction  to  the  annotation  to 
Johnson  vs.  Foley  Company,  in  16  A.  L.  R. 
859.  We  may  summarize  a  part  of  that 
statement  as  follows.  Most  seed  contracts 
are  sufficiently  descriptive  to  indicate  that 
the  subject  of  sale  is  to  be  used  for  plant¬ 
ing.  This  gives  rise  to  an  obligation  which 
some  courts  call  an  “express  warranty,” 
other  an  “implied  warranty,”  and  still  others 
a  “condition”.  Since  this  obligation  of  the 


seller  survives  acceptance  at  least  as  to 
defects  which  inspection  would  not  disclose, 
the  distinction  is  often  disregarded.  The 
fact  that  the  buyer  cannot  determine  by 
inspection  whether  the  articles  tendered  by 
the  seller  comply  with  the  contract  is  the 
reason  for  the  exceptional  rule  applied  to 
sale  of  seeds  that  in  absence  of  an  express 
disclaimer  a  warranty  will  be  implied. 


Growers  Contract 


Question:  Can  you  give  us  a  good  form  for 
a  contract  between  a  seedsman  and  a 
grower? 


ANSWER:  The  form  used  by  the  Ferry- 
Morse  Seed  Company  has  stood  the  test  of 
successful  litigation  in  Ferry  vs.  Forquer, 
202  Pac.  193,  and  Ferry  vs.  Smith,  209  Pac. 
1066.  That  form  is  as  follows :

well  as  possible  with  ordinary  farm  machinery,  its 
entire  seed  product,  in  such  manner  as  to  secure 
the  greatest  possible  return  of  seeds  suitable  for 
Seedsman’s  use;  and  to  sack  and  deliver  all  the 

seed  to  you  at . .  as  soon  as  the  seed 

can  be  put  in  suitable  condition,  and  before  No¬ 
vember  30,  19....,  without  wasting,  feeding,  sell¬ 
ing,  reserving  or  allowing  any  portion  of  the  crop 
or  seed  furnished  to  pass  from  my  possession  ex¬ 
cept  as  delivered  to  you.  You  are  to  pay  all  freight 
charges  on  stock  seed,  crop  and  on  any  bags  you 
send  me.  The  stock  seed  and  seed  crop  produced 
from  it  is,  and  shall  remain  your  property  except 
as  otherwise  stated  in  this  contract. 


In  order  to  prevent  hybridization  and  to  keep  the 
crop  pure,  I  agree  that  during  the  life  of  this  con¬ 
tract  I  will  not  grow  Seeds  of  the  same  species 
for  any  other  person,  and  as  far  as  I  am  able 
to  prevent  it,  there  shall  be  no  other  plants  of 
the  same  species  grown  within  ten  rods  of  this 
crop.  I  will  take  at  all  times  every  reasonable  pre¬ 
caution  to  keep  the  crop  pure  and  to  prevent  seed 
of  any  chance  plants  of  a  different  variety  or  of  a 
stock  of  the  same  variety  different  from  that  sent 
me  by  you,  becoming  mixed  with  seeds  grown  un¬ 
der  this  agreement.  You  or  your  agents  may  at 
any  time  enter  the  field  and.  at  your  own  expense, 
make  such  examination,  selections  or  rejections  as 
you  or  they  deem  desirable  for  the  betterment  of 
the  crop  for  seed  purposes,  and  you  or  they  shall 
not  be  liable  for  necessary  damage,  if  any,  to  my 
crop  resulting  from  such  work. 

You  are  carefully  to  weigh  and  test  the  crop 
upon  its  delivery.  Any  remilling  is  to  be  done 
by  you  at  your  expense.  You  may  refuse  to  accept 
the  crop  if  less  than  eighty-five  per  cent  (85  per 
cent)  of  the  seeds  are  vital,  or  if  in  your  judg¬ 
ment  the  crop  is  in  any  other  respect  unfit  for 
Seedsman’s  use  and  cannot  be  made  fit  without  an 
unreasonable  amount  of  cleaning  or  hand  picking. 
In  case  of  dispute  as  to  vitality,  it  is  agreed  that 
a  sample  of  the  seeds  may  be  submitted  to  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  for  test¬ 
ing,  and  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  on  the  sample  submitted  shall  be  final  and 
binding  on  both  of  us.  The  sample  shall  be  taken 
from  the  seeds  as  they  stand  in  your  warehouse,  by 
drawing  a  sample  from  each  sack,  then  thoroughly 
mixing  the  same,  and  taking  a  sample  from  the 
mixture,  which  shall  be  sent  by  the  ordinary  course 
of  mail  or  otherwise  to  the  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture  at  Washington,  D.  C.  In  case  you  refuse 
to  accept  the  crop,  its  title  shall  vest  in  me  and  in 
such  event  or  in  case  of  loss  of  stock  seed  through 
crop  failure  or  otherwise  I  agree  to  reimburse 
you  immediately  for  stock  seed  and  bags  furnished, 
and  for  all  freight  charges  paid  by  you  on  any  re¬ 
jected  crop.  If,  within  60  days  after  you  mail  me 
notice  of  refusal  to  accept  the  seeds,  you  do  not 
receive  directions  from  me  as  to  their  disposition, 
you  may  dispose  of  them  as  you  wish. 

In  consideration  of  the  faithful  carrying  out  of 
this  Agreement  by  me  and  as  full  compensation 
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for  my  services,  you  are  to  pay  me  at  the  rate  of 

. per  necessary  weight  to  give 

100  pounds  of  hand-picked  . 

for  all  seed  in  excess  of  the  Stock  Seed  furnished 
me,  delivered  under  this  contract  and  accepted  by 
you ;  payment  to  be  made  immediately  upon  your 
acceptance  of  the  seed.  No  payment  is  to  be  made 
for  any  seed  which  you  do  not  consider  sufficiently 
pure,  clean  and  dry  for  Seedsman’s  use  and  no 

credit  is  to  be  given  for  dirt,  or  for  damaged  or 

poor  seed  which  has  to  be  removed.  In  all  cases, 
the  screenings  and  culls  are  to  remain  the  property 
of  the  party  who  separates  them  from  the  crop. 

If  so  requested  in  writing,  you  shall  loan  for  my 
use  free  of  charge,  suitable  bags  for  shipping  the 
crop,  or  you  shall  allow  me  full  wholesale  market 
value  for  all  new,  sound,  undefaced,  seamless  cot¬ 
ton  grain  bags  which  I  may  buy  and  you  receive 
containing  the  crop. 

This  letter,  when  accepted  by  you,  shall  con¬ 
stitute  our  contract,  and  be  construed  according 

to . laws.  There  are  no  agreements  or 

understandings  regarding  the  subject  matter  of  this 
letter  other  than  expressed  above.

In  Thiel  vs.  Pac.  Fruit  &  Produce  Co., 
4  Pac.  (2nd)  356,  a  seedsman  was  defeated 
because  he  had  failed  to  incorporate  in  his 
contract  a  reservation  of  title  such  as  is 
included  in  the  Ferry  form.  See  also  Robin¬ 
son  vs.  Stricklin,  73  Nebr.  242. 

Notice  of  Defects 

Question:  Can  a  buyer  of  warranted  seed, 
in  the  face  of  knowledge  that  the  seed  is 
faulty,  plant  it  and  recover  crop  damage ? 

ANSWER:  No.  In  Tomita  vs.  Johnson 
(Idaho),  290  Pac.  395,  it  was  shown  that 
an  experienced  potato  grower  knew  from 
cutting  into  the  seed  potatoes  that  they 
were  diseased,  and  the  Court  held  “under 
these  facts  he  cannot  recover  crop  dam¬ 
age  resulting  from  planting  the  diseased 
seed  in  question.” 

Plant  Patents 

Question:  What  are  the  statutory  limita¬ 
tions  upon  plant  patents? 

ANSWER:  The  Patent  Law  in  Sec.  4886 
provides  that  “any  person  who  has  invented 
or  discovered  any  new  and  useful  art,  ma¬ 
chine  *  *  *  or  who  has  invented  or 
discovered  and  asexually  reproduced  any 
distinct  and  new  variety  of  plant,  other  than 
a  tuber-propagated  plant,  not  known  or  used 
by  others  may,  upon  payment  of  the  fees 
required  by  law  *  *  *  obtain  a  patent.” 

The  limitation  to  asexual  reproduction 
means  that  the  plants  of  most  importance 
economically  are  excluded.  For  example, 
our  common  cereals  being  reproduced  by 
seed  and  not  by  cuttings  cannot  be  pat¬ 
ented.  The  “tuber-propagated”  wording  is 
for  the  purpose  of  excluding  potatoes.  It 
should  be  noted  that  the  wording  of  the 
statute  requires  that  mechanical  patents  be 
“useful”  but  that  this  word  does  not  appear 
in  the  phraseology  relating  to  plant  patents. 


Trade  Mark;  Variety  Name 

Question:  We  have  originated  a  new  variety 
of  sweet  corn.  Can  we  prevent  competition 
by  trade  marking  the  name? 

ANSWER :  No.  The  name  which  you  give 
to  your  new  variety  will  become  in  sub¬ 
stance  a  descriptive  name  and  can  be  used 
as  such  by  any  person  to  describe  seed  from 
1  the  same  strain.  The  proper  function  of  a 
trade  mark  is  simply  to  identify  the  pro¬ 
ducer  or  origin  of  goods.  In  general  a  de¬ 
scriptive  name  is  not  available  for  regis¬ 
tration  as  a  trade  mark.  See  Hoyte  vs. 
Lovett,  71  Federal  173,  178.

As  a  result  of  the  pains¬ 
taking  manner  in  which  these  legume 


cultures  are  manufactured,  some  excellent 
cultures  are  now  available. 

Increased  Demand 

The  demand  for  inoculants  is  increas¬ 
ing  each  year.

Seeds  That  Need  Inoculating 

The  following  seeds  require  inoculation 
in  order  to  assure  a  perfect  stand:  Red 
clover,  alfalfa,  sweet  clover,  alsike  clover, 
white  clover,  crimson  clover,  bur  clover, 
yellow  trefoil,  lespedeza,  garden  peas,  field 
peas,  lentil,  vetches,  sweet  peas,  cowpeas, 
soybeans,  garden  beans,  field  beans,  lima 
beans,  velvet  beans,  peanuts,  beggarweed, 
lupines,  sainfoin  and  other  legumes. 

Inoculation  “Don’ts” 

In  order  that  seed  dealers  might  be  in 
possession  of  accurate  information  we  are 
publishing  some  “don’ts”  listed  in  Idaho 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  bulletin, 
which  was  distributed  to  the  farmers  in 
that  state.  They  are  as  follows: — 

Don’t  fail  to  send  in  your  order  at 
least  ten  days  before  you  expect  to  plant. 

Don’t  expect  absolutely  perfect  results; 
your  soil  conditions  may  be  at  fault. 

Don’t  expose  inoculation  material  or 
inoculated  seeds  to  direct  sunlight. 


Don’t  inoculate  and  apply  nitrogenous 
fertilizers  at  the  same  time. 

Don’t  inoculate  the  same  legume  for 
the  same  field  three  years  in  succession. 
If  you  don’t  secure  good  nodule  response 
by  the  second  year,  have  your  soil  tested. 

Don’t  be  discouraged  if  nodules  do  not 
appear  as  soon  as  you  expected. 

Don’t  pull  up  the  plant  and  expect  to 
find  nodules  on  the  few  large  roots.  They 
are  on  the  root  hairs  and  would  be  left 
in  the  soil. 

Don’t  expect  nodules  to  form  in  very 
dry,  or  very  moist  soil.  A  moisture  con¬ 
tent  sufficient  to  support  best  plant 
growth  will  cause  best  nodule  formation. 

Don’t  treat  seed  with  a  disinfectant  and 
then  with  inoculation.  The  disinfectant 
may  kill  the  bacteria. 

Don’t  expect  inoculation  to  overcome 
results  due  to  bad  seed,  improper  prep¬ 
aration  and  cultivation  of  soil,  and  de¬ 
cidedly  adverse  conditions  of  weather  or 
climate. 

Don’t  expect  the  inoculating  material 
to  control  insect  and  disease  attacks  fur¬ 
ther  than  to  increase  the  resistance  of  the 
plant  against  such  attacks.

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Authorities  Predict  1933  Ba  nner  Year 

for  Poultry  Industry 

By  EARL  M.  WHITNEY 


THE  HISTORY  of  the  poultry  in¬ 
dustry  shows  that  it  has  always  been 
very  quick  to  adjust  itself  to  chang¬ 
ing  conditions.  That  fact  is  again  being 
proved  as  these  lines  are  written.  Up  to 
January,  1932,  this  industry  had  not  felt 
the  depression  to  the  degree  that  other 
farm  products  had  been  affected. 

In  January,  however,  there  began  a 
drop  in  egg  and  poultry  meat  prices  that 
continued  drastically  downward  until  in 
late  spring  eggs  were  selling  in  some  lo¬ 
calities  as  low  as  5c  per  dozen,  the  low 
mark  of  all  time.  Needless  to  say,  at 
such  prices  poultry  raising  became  very 
unprofitable  and  the  poultry  business  of 
course  was  at  a  very  low  ebb.  Fortu¬ 
nately  this  situation  was  of  comparatively 
short  duration.  The  late  summer  saw 
eggs  back  to  normal  prices,  with  the  added 
advantage  to  the  producer  of  very  low 
feed  costs.  That  condition  has  continued 
and  many  leading  authorities  in  the  poul¬ 
try  industry  have  gone  on  record  to  the 
effect  that  poultry  farmers  are  facing  a 
banner  year  in  1933.  They  emphasize  the 
favorable  low  production  costs  which  have 
failed  to  increase  despite  the  steadily 
strengthening  market  toward  fair  prices 
for  poultry  products. 

The  exceedingly  low  egg  price  that 
existed  in  the  late  spring  of  1932  had  at 
least  one  good  effect.  It  created  an  enor¬ 
mous  market  for  eggs.  Thousands  upon 
thousands  of  people  were  eating  eggs  who 
would  not  have  been  able  to  afford  them 
had  not  such  a  cheap  price  prevailed.  No 
greater  campaign  could  have  been  devel¬ 
oped  to  create  larger  consumption  of  eggs 
had  millions  of  dollars  been  spent  in  the 
effort.  Economic  conditions  placed  eggs 
within  the  reach  of  everyone.  People 
were  quick  to  take  advantage  of  the  sit¬ 
uation.  They  became  accustomed  to 
having  eggs,  they  found  them  nourishing 
and  healthful.  They  liked  them  and  it 
is  safe  to  assume  that  they  will  continue 
to  like  them.  Surely  it  is  logical  to  believe 
that  a  custom  thus  developed  will  con¬ 
tinue. 

An  improved  financial  situation  which 
is  already  in  sight  at  this  writing,  will 
enable  these  people  to  continue  the  habit 
they  have  formed  of  eating  eggs.  There¬ 
fore  out  of  the  depression  has  grown  a 
greater  potential  egg  market  for  the  poul¬ 
try  farmer  than  it  was  deemed  possible  to 
develop  even  in  the  high  tide  of  our  great¬ 
est  prosperity.  Already  there  are  signs 
of  increased  activity  in  poultry  farming 
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to  meet  this  greatly  expanded  demand  for 
eggs.  Thousands  of  people  are  buying 
stock  with  the  idea  of  keeping  at  least 
enough  laying  hens  to  supply  the  home 
table  with  eggs.  All  of  these  people  are 
prospective  new  customers  for  the  dealer. 
They  will  buy  baby  chicks,  feeds  and 
equipment.  They  represent  a  big  increase 
in  business  for  the  dealer  during  1933. 
And  those  who  have  been  in  this  business 
of  raising  poultry  all  along,  are  con¬ 
fronted  with  the  necessity  of  expanding. 
There  again  is  more  business  for  the 
dealer. 

Then  too,  the  depression  led  many  to 
do  with  the  old  equipment  rather  than 
replenish.  The  time  has  come  now  when 
all  or  most  of  this  old  equipment  that  has 
outlived  its  usefulness,  must  be  replaced. 
With  a  rosy  future  assured,  there  will  no 
longer  be  any  hesitancy  in  buying  the 
needed  equipment  to  replace  the  old  and 
likewise  that  required  for  expansion. 
That  will  be  another  source  of  increased 
business  for  the  dealer  in  1933. 

During  the  period  of  the  depression, 
live  manufacturers  availed  themselves  of 
the  opportunity  to  improve  and  perfect 
their  lines  to  a  point  where  today  so 
much  improvement  has  been  made  that 
it  is  a  matter  of  good  business  to  sup¬ 
plant  old  equipment  with  the  new,  even 
though  the  old  may  be  in  gooff  service¬ 
able  condition.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the 
keen  competition  of  the  present  time  ac¬ 
tually  compels  the  poultry  farmer  to  use 
all  of  the  new  time  and  labor  saving  equip¬ 
ment.  Much  of  all  that  is  new  in  poultry 
supplies  has  a  stronger  influence  on  the 
health  of  the  flock,  a  factor  of  vital  im¬ 
portance  to  success. 

Unquestionably  there  looms  up  an  op¬ 
portunity  for  volume  business  in  poultry 
supplies  for  1933.  Someone  is  going  to 
get  that  business  in  your  community.  The 
dealer  that  wants  it  will  as  surely  have  to 
take  on  the  new,  improved  items  that 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  times.  Upon 
the  degree  to  which  you  prepare  for  this 
business  will  depend  the  volume  of  trade 
vou  obtain.  The  poultry  department  of 
Seed  World  will  be  very  glad  to  co-op¬ 
erate  with  you  in  preparing  for  these 
changed  conditions.
